November is a month of clothing sales. It is also the time 
auto dealers cut prices sharply to unload this year’s models. 
Judging from the 1955 models, some of the '54 cars are more 
suitable for many needs at that. 

Look for good buys in clothing needs this month. Prices

Cut-price sales of 
women’s coats are featured on 
Armistice Day, as well as reduced 
prices on men’s suits, but more 
markdowns on men’s coats will 
be available later in the winter. 

Here are buying suggestions for 
clothing and other items this 
month: 


WOMEN’S COAT SALES: You! Models will 


can get good value at the coat 
sales this month if you select a 
classic style and avoid extreme 
fashions even though they are 
often marked down most drastic- 
ally. Some coats are made this 
year with detachable fur collars, 
which is a more versatile idea 
than the usual fur-trim. But for 
best value, invest in a good cloth 
coat which you can dress up or 
down with accessories. 

As previously warned, stores are 
featuring women’s coats in soft 
fabrics like cashmere, fleeces and 
wool velour. But these get shabby 
quickly, particularly at the cuffs 
and around buttonholes, 

Nor are the widely-flared styles 
currently being featured a good 
choice if you want real warmth. 
Fitted or straight box styles are 
warmer. 

One way to tell good quality in 
a coat is to look at it inside out. 
Clarice L. Scott, U, S. Agriculture 
Department clothing specialist, 
advises that the lining should be 
smoothly and neatly fitted with 
expansion allowances in bd#ck, and 


neatly put in with fine stitches 
at the edges and armholes 
In cheap coats linings are often 


run up by machine and slipped 
into place with only a few loose 
tack stitches to hold them. But 
such linings do not fit well and 


are likely to wear out soon at the 
armholes, Miss Scott warns. In a 
good coat the lining is tacked se- 
curely around the shoulder and 
side seams, 


CARS: The 1955 moderate-price 
feature more eight- 
cylinder engines and longer line, 
neither of which is of particular 
use to (1) families interested in 
economy, and (2) city and subur- 
ban drivers struggling with traffic 
and parking.

Health and Poise 
Home Safety 


Many a housewife is alone in 
the house during her working 
hours. Unlike workers in business 
and industry, the home manager 
seldom has immediate assistance 
from others when she has an acci- 
dent, because there is no one 
around. If a fire or fall causes 
injury, she is alone with her pain. 

Women may well take special 
safety precautions against home 
accidents. Safety advisers of the 
United States Department of Ag-! 
riculture tell us that one-fourth 
of all fatal accidents to women 
under the age of 65 occur in or 
near the home. 

Putting both hands to use is 
one of the simple rules for sav- 
ing time and labor in housework. 
But Mrs. Doris Anderson, exten- 
sion home management specialist 
at Rutgers University, says this 
does not apply to electrical equip- 
ment. 

For safety’s sake, she suggests 


keeping one hand free, since elec-|, 


tricity seeks the shortest and 
easiest route to make its circuit 
to the ground and should be pre- 
vented from making that circuit 
through the body from one arm 
to another. 

For example, if one hand is run- 
ning the vacuum cleaner and the 
other moves a metal lamp out of 
the way and if either of these ap- 
pliances happens to have a loose 
wire or other defect, an electric 
shock might result. 

Water is a conductor of elec- 
tricity. Be sure hands are dry when 


handling electrical equipment and 
that the floor you are standing on 
is dry, the home management 
specialist warns. Never touch a 
radio, portable electric heater or 
turn on lights when doing laundry 


or washing dishes.

So, by extensive use of consumer credit as an eco- 
nomic hypodermic, working people get used to having more goods 
than they can afford to have on their actual income, and they 
develop the habit of living better. This means they bring pressure 
on the business agents of their unions to press still harder for their 
full share of the annually increased productivity. Thus they come 
nearer to getting their full share; then this larger share is also 
expanded by the consumer credit device, and so the process builds — | 
up a higher standard of living, with less danger of overproduction | 
and underconsymption” |
